& Parliament humbly offered to Us, Three Months Ceſs to be raiſed and 
wed, in manner, and at the Terms ſpecified in the ſaid AR: As alſo, The 
(ids Eſtates of Parliament humbly offered ro Us, Fourteen ſhilling Scats for 
'recy Hearth within this Kingdom, except the Hearths of Hoſpitals, and of 
poor people who are upon the Charity of the Patiſh : Which Ceſs and 
tzth-Moncy, are by the foreſaid AR of Parliament appointed in the firſt 
xceto be applyed for payment ot the Sums due to the ſeveral Shires and 

jughs of this Kingdom, turniſhed, advanced and payed by them to Our 
faces, ( according as the ſame ſhould be liquidat, conform to the Orders 
nd Rules ſer down thereanent, ) ano for payment of the bygone Arrears due 
"the Army, And by the Ninth A@ of the fourth Sefſivn of Our ſaid curz 
z« Parilament, the Eſtares thereof Coofidering, that the Arrears due to the 
(untrey and Army, precceding the firſt Day of Febraary One Thouſand fix 
lmn{red ninety one Years, were not payed by the Fonds appointed in the 
belaid Second At of the Third Seſſion of this Parliament, and that ir was 
noſt juſt chat ehc {ame be duely and truely payed, Therefore in order to the 
lid payment, viz: That the Arrears due to the Countrey may be payed in 
the 6} place, and then the Arrearce dur to the Forcee, in ſuch mapner as 
tt all Officers Regiments and Troops may be brit brougtine. «= qu. Foors 
ad thereatter complcated, and what ſhall remain of the Pole:money granted 
ythe ſaid AQ may be diſpoſed of as We ſhall think fit. The Effates of Parlid 
ment freely and chearfully offered the Pole-monry ſpecified in the ſaid AR, 
rhich is thereby ſpecially deſtinat and appointed for the ends and uſes therea 
in, and here above mentioned, and the applying thereof to any other nſe 
maſomever, ſtrictly Prohivired and Diſcharged. And We being Relolvedy 
That what hath bcen ſeaſonably and willingly Furniſhed ro any of our 
Forces, in their Tranſient or Local Quarters, either to Bu gh or Landward, of 
ez or Drink tothe Souldiers themſclves, or Forrage to their Horſes or of 
yclary Proviſionsto Our Gariſons, or advanced or payed to them, of Sums 
of Money for their ſubſiſtance, precreding the fir it Day of February Ore Thou= 
ſad fix hundred and ninety one excluſive, ſhould be thank'ully Re-payed,and 
leimburſed to theſe who had furriſhcd or advanced the ſame, corformtothe 
ſera! As of Parliament made thereanent ; Therefore to the effc& what is 
*treſting by Our Forces rothe Country, forthe cauſes ab: ve-mentjoned. pre- 
etding the firſt Day of February One Thouſand (ix hundred and ninety one, may 
be (ully ſatisfied, andthe Accompts thereof ducly inſtructed, in manner afrers 
acntioned, and brovght in tothe _—_— Our Privy Council, berwxt _ the 
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-ſpecified; where the ſame and inſtrutions thereof arenoe ajreq 
wnch bur _ with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, yet al:ow ang 
ordain the Land: Lords, and others to whom there are Accomprs refting by our 
Forces, before the ſaid firſt Day of February One Thouſand f1x hundred diner 
one, to repair to the Commiſſioners of Aſſcment, crany two of them, and thers 
fate 20d verifie by Writ or Witneſſes, how many Souldiers were qQuarrereq gn 
the ſaid Laed-Lord and others, and for how, longtime, and by Writ or oath of 
the Land-Lord, or other perſon Creditor, what they advanced of M: ar or Djjr 
to the Souldiers themſelves, or Forrage to their Horſcs, not exceeding two thircs Þ 
of their Pay in the four and twenty Hours,or what they advanced of Meat,Drigk, 
Meal or Maltto Our Garriſons. or what Sums of Money, either to Our Forces, or 
Garriſoþs, for their Subſiſtance, precceding the ſaid firſt day of Februwy on 
Thouſand fix hundred and ninety one, notwithſtanding of any forme: Pr.cham;. 
tion of | Council, Requiring Our Leiges to have inſtructed and bruvght in theſe 
Accombts with the Verificacions thereof, to the Clerks of our Privy Courcil,be. [ 
twixt and the days therein ſer down. under the Certification, they ſhould be un, 
derſtood as ſatisfied. And We with Advice foreſaid, Ordain the Land. Lords 
to give their Oaths that no partof whatis Due by Our Forces is payed to them, 
and Require themto inſtru their Accompts fully and clearly before the {aids 
Commiſſioners by condeſcending pai ticularly upon the time whentheAccompy 
were furniſhed and alfo upon the Company,or at leaſt the Regimeorand Troup 
to whom the Souldiers or Troopers did belong,andto inſert all the Articles due 
by every Regiment in a Paragraph, or ſeparat Accompt by it ſelf, rhcugh the 
ſame be upon the Engiiſh Ettabiiſhment, of whoſe Arrears and Debts to the 
Country, the Accomprs are to be ſtated differently from theſe uponthe Scots E. 
ftabliſhment. And We with Adivce foreſaid, Require and Commend all and
